The Soviet physiologist pro- 
fessor, Nikolai Sinltsyn, has 
successfully transplanted a 
heart from one frog to another 
frog and from one dog to an- 
other without killing the crea- 
tures which obtained the second 
orguna, the Soviet Radio an- 
nounced today. 

Describing the experiments, 
which may -have far reaching 
importance in human surgery, 
Professor Sinitayn, in a paper 
read at the Society of Patholo- 
gical Physiology, said he fad 
“worked out oan original 
method” of performing the 
operation. 

“This delicate operation —re- 
quires extrrordinary — skill,” 
Radio Moscow said. ‘Several 
frogs, the hearts of which have 
been replaced in this way, have 
been living in his. Iaborntory 
for over a year.” 

In addition to Professor 
Sinitsyn, scientiat Vindimir 
Demikhov “carried out some 60 
operations of transplantation of 
hearts and lungs.of dogs" Mos- 
cow radia raid. 

“Animals witch ha’ under- 
gone thik operation and had 
necund hearts planted in their 
chests and a portion of lung 
Hved for five to.neven days 
after the operation. 

“These second hearts of the 
animals worked synchronously

In the bold projece for the 
building in Hong Kong of a 
sports stadium, with covered and 
uncovered stands capable of hold- 
ing 45,000 spectators, we have a 
scheme which, if adopted, should
